The Attorney General moved the 
firat reading of a Bil intituled, 
“An Ordinance to amend the Fore- 
shores and Sen Bed Ordinance, 
1901.” He gaid:—-That Ordinance 
was paseed to freilitate the grant- 
ing of Crown Ivases on reclaimed 
foreshores, but It had no provision 
for compensation to people who lost 
their frontages, and whose pro- 
pertics lost in value in consequence 
of other  biildings being put in 
front of them. This Bill ‘makes 
provision for compensation, It 
also clarifics two provisos, amend- 
ments of which In the principal 
Ordinance have given rise to some 
doubt. 

The Colonial Seeretary seconded 
and the Bill was read a first time. 


Estate Duty Clause. 


The Attorney General moved the 
second reading of a Bill intituled, 
“An Ordinance to amend and Con- 
solidate the Law relating to Estate 
Duty.” He.—¢ suid:—After the 
second readfng I propose to move 
that this Bill be_ referred to the 
Standing. Linv' Committee, partly 
because here are a few typo- 
xraphical errors to be corrected 
but chiefly because representations 
have been made that clause 21 of 
the Bill should be re-considered.

: CHINESE’ CHARGED WITI 
” CAUSING HARM. 


A middle-aged Chinese named 
Young Loi was brought before Mr. 
Frascr at the Kowloon Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon on tho charge 
of causing grievous bodily harm to 
Hul Wa with a chopper on January 
17 at Sapo Rond, Kowloon City. 

Inspector Smith prosecuted, 
while Mr. Hin-Shing Lo was for the 
dofence. 

Inspector Smith stated the defen- 
dont was the keoper of an opium 
divan .in ‘Sapo Rond. He had a 
daughter aged 17 to whom the 
complainant paid court, but. he 
objected to this attention being 
paid his daughter. On January 
17, he found the complainant in his 
wife's room struggling with her, 
and, {t was alleged, he used a 
chopper on the complainant inflict- 
ing injuries which kept the latter 
in hospital until January 81. 

Giving evidence, Hul Wa 8: he 
had known the defendant for al out 
six months. He also -knew his 
daughter and was courting her with 
the approval of her mother. He 
knew the wholo . family quite 
well and as a matter of fact, had 
had dinner with them on several 
occasions. All this time, he had 
had no reason to think that the 
family did not approve of his at- 
tentions to the daughter. 


Gifts of. Money. 


Last September he gave her $30, 
nnd sometime afterwards a younger 
daughter went to his houre and 
asked for a lonn of $20, but not 
having the money, he refused. A 
few days later he met his fiance in 
the street and she again asked for 
n Joun of $20. He did not give her 
the money. Since that day, she 
had written him several letters. 

On January 17, he went to the 
defendant’s house with a friend 
with. the Intentlon of asking her 
not to write to him any more. In 
the house, defendant hit him with 
n chopper and injured him on tne 
hend and hand. At that time, he 
was under the impression that de- 
fendant had hit him because he 
would not lend him money. 

Asked if he would marry the girl 
now, he answered in the negative 
because, he alleged, she was not a 
good girl. 

At the conclusion of the evidence, 
Mr. Lo submitted that the defen- 
dant had hit the complainant under 
the greatest provocation. 


using the chopper at the time his 
wife waa struggling with the com- 
plainant, and Mr. Lo submitted 
that the fact that the weapon used 
happened to be a chopper was 
purely’ incidental. Complainant 
was a bigger man than the defen- 
dant and the presence of the com-. 
in the house 
aggravated the situation, Defen- 
dunt might have thought thnt this 
friend wan brought to the house to 
assault him and there was evidence 
lo show that this man had put his 
arm round him. 


Excessive Force. 


Continuing, Mr. Lo said it was 
up to his Worship to decide whe- 
ther the force usud by the defen- 
dant was excessive.

GILDING THE PILL.’ 


Now that Britain has decided to 
adopt Protection, It is amusing to 
nate the efforts which are being 
tnnde by the tariffists to assure the 
public that not a very strong dose 
is being sdministered. Many of 
the arguments defeat themselves. 
{t is contended, for example, that 
Britain is merely going in with the 
low-tariff countries; yet almost in 
the same breath it is-argued that 
the tariff. is needed for revenue 
purposes and also ns n means of 
bargaining with other nations. 
Not even the most ardent Protec- 
tlonist will promise that costs to 
the consumer will remain where 
they are, Obviously they cannot, 
But an attempt is being made to 
renssure people by the thrend-bare 
argument that any increase in this 
(frection will be more than com- 
pensated for by the general im; 
provement in industry and by the 
need for more workers. The fact 
that the United States ia very much 
in the industrial doldrums, at pre- 
sent, and that her army of uncm- 
ployed runs into millions, is con- 
veniently overlooked. ~ : 

Amongst the latest pronounce- 


‘l ments on the subject is Mr. Bald- 


win’s defence of the Government's 
proposals, even though he takes 
enre to explain that these proposaia 
do not represent the Conservative 
Party's original policy. The pre- 
sumption’ fs:‘that he means they are 
not,so thorough-going as Consorva- 
tive extremists would like. That 
may be so, but they certainly go 
very much farther than Mr, Bald- 
win hiniself was prepared to go un- 
til driven to give way by the bulk 
of the Party. It Is not #0 very long 
ago -that the Conservative ex-Pre- 
miler was’ holding out againat the 
“whole-hoggers.” To-day, he is an 
out-and-out © Protectionist. | The 
truth of the matter, of course, is 
that the Government's scheme fs a 
Tory scheme, nnd nothing else. 
Lord Snowden, though a Free 
Trader himself, defends the 
Cabinet's “agreement’ to differ,” 
boing at pains to point out that 
thoro {s complete harmony on every 
other queatlon, a fact which — is, 
however, of minor importance 
seeing that tha tariff? scheme re- 
presenta tho main offort of tha Gov-. 
ornnmnt to cope with tho presont 


aituation, What Lord Snowden’s 
assertion really amounts to is that 
the Cabinet Ia able to agrec - on 
secondary questions, but is decidcd- 
ly at variance on’ tho major issue 
of the day. If that is harmony, 
then the term stands in need of 
serious revision. 

Jt would rpnear that Lord Snow- 
den cannot get rid of his obsession 
to get In a dig at the Labour Party, 
whenever the opportunity offers. 
Beenuse Mr. Henderson indicated at 
the General Election that, in cer- 
tain eircumatances, he would favour 
a twenty pet cent, tariff, his former 
colleague sayr he would aa soon 
trugt the aafegnarding of Free 
‘Trade to extreme tarlff Conserva- 
tives as to the Labour Party. 
What Is overlooked, however, fs the 
fact that the Labourites have offer- 
ed all the opposition of which they 
are capable to the Government's 
scheme. Contrast that fnct with 
the lengths to which the Conservil- 
tivea would, and very well may, Ke 
and {t will become. clear who are 
the’ real defenders of Free Trade. 
Lord Snowden himself haa disnent- 
ed from the Government's pro- 
posals, which plainly demonstrates 
what he thinks of Conservative rea- 
mect for Free Trade principlss, 
But when all’ the talking and ex- 
plaining fs done, the fact remains 
that Britain has deserted her tradi. 
tional principles und “has joined 
those nations whose policies repre- 
sent an Interference with free 
movement of trade. The step is a 
retrograde one, reflecting an 
economle nationalism which is one 
of the worst fentures of the present

THE DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE, — 


SOVIET REFERENCE TO THE 
FAR EAST, 


a Genova, Feb, 11. 

“Events in the Far Enst cannot 
but cause special anxiety to tho 
Soviet, owing to the geographient 
nearness of the thentre of theso 
events, where huge armica are 
operating and Russian emigres 
aré mobilising thelr forces,” de- 
clared.the Sovlet representative, 
M. Litvinoff, on tho resumption of 
the Disarmament Conference, 

He said that despite this, he was 
émpowercd. to declare the Sovict's 
readiness to disarm to the same 
extent and at the same rate as tho 
other Powers—firat and foremost 
those on the Soviot’s own dorders 
—might agree: 

Mr. Litvinoff declared that ‘the 
Sovict ‘would recommend _ pro- 
Rressive and proportional methoda 
ax the moat Impartial ond equi- 
table method of reduction, and 
allow execptions in favour of tho 
wenker nations in danger of 
aggression. The Soviet would 
firmly support any proposal ap- 
pronching or outstripping = their 
own, and also support equal 
security for all States, 

Politien] and economic -differ- 
ences were rapidly leading to a 
new armed conflict, and the Con- 
ference’sn objective should be 
effective security, ‘which could 
only be obtained by total general 
disarmament. The Soviet delogn- 
tton wan proposing a resolution to 
thia effect, ' 

M. Litvinoff commented that 
the Conference began to the din- 
tant rumble of cannon from two 
Staten mutunlly bound by the 
League Covenant and Paris treaty. 
There had been a state of war, 
de facto tf not de jure, for five 
months, while vast territories of 
one state were occupied by armed 
forces, and battles were being 
waged In which all sorts of arma- 
ments were employed, thousanda 
being killed and wounded. 

Who Is a0 optimistic as to assert 
that the military activities thus 
begun will be limited to the two 
countries, or to one continent 


only? 
” Soviet’s Claim. 

He said he would submit the 
resolution for total general dis- 
armament as the , only effective 
security -against war, and stated 
that the Soviet delegation. in 1929 
was the first to suggest destruc- 
tiun of the most aggressive typen 
of armament, including long-range 
yuns, warships over ten thousand 
tons displacement, naval: guna 
éver twelve-inch, aircraft carriers, 
dirigibles, bombing planes, and 
moans and apparatus for 
chemical, incendiary and bacterio- 
logical warfare. They now fur- 
ther proposed prohibition of aerial 
bombing, and of prepsration for 
bacterfological warfare in peace- 
time. . 

The Sovict, he said, required no 
armed forces, but did require an 
nasurance against transgression 
of her territories and integrity, 
und interferences with her econo- 
mic development. . The Sovict 
would only feel she had such 
assurance if other States also 
ngreed and gave up their arms 
and forces. fy 

Belgian View. 

M. Hymans (Belgium) agreed 
to the propositions of Sir John 
‘Simon and Mr. Hugh Gibson, and 
also welcomed the French pro- 
posais. . 

He said Belgium would alway 
be ready to give careful study to 
any proposal aimed at the rein- 
forcement of the ‘League’s: au- 
thority, and the development of 
schemes making it more effective.

FORCES. 


TROOPS OF 19TH 
ARMY. ; 


ARRANGED. 


Shanghai, Feb, 11, 6.39 p.m. 

About 1,000 troopa of the 156th 
Brigade, 78th Diviston, of the 
Nineteenth Route Army, to-day 
reinforced the Wooaung defence. 
The Chinese occupy nll the posi- 
tions on the north bank of the 
Wentanopang, while the Japanese 
occupy a position south of the 
creek extending from the Whang- 
poo an the enst to Chikajno vil- 
Inge, their lines being two milea 
Jong. 

Prior to the hostilities the Woo- 
sung population was over 18,000, 
but there are now only about 160 
poor villagers, compelled to re- 
main, . 

Japanese howitzers this morn- 
Ing were active at Woosung, four 
guna being employed. Five-inch 
shella from the Jnpanese war- 
ships were alro fired at regular 
intervals at the Chinese fortifica- 
tiona, The Chinese are consolidat- 
ing their positions, and did not 
reply, :

Truce Arranged. 


Shanghai, Feb, 11, 8.6 p.m. 

Through the Initiative of a 
French priest who lost an arm at 
Verdun, a four hour truce at 
Chapei, beginning at eight o'clock 
to-morrow morning, has been ar- 
ranged so ag to enable Chinese wo- 
men and children to be evacuated 
te the Settlement. He is Father 
Jacauinot, head of the St, Francis 
Xavier's College, who holds the 
rank of Major in the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps.

In these circumstances, the plajn- 
tif has Gndoubtedly suffered sub- 
stantial damage.”

He 
knew the whole family’ quite 
well and aa a matter of fact, had 
had dinner with them on several 
ocensions.

Gifts of Money. 


Last September he gave her $30, 
and sometime afterwards a younger 
daughter went to his house and 
asked for a loan of $20, but not 
having the moncy, he refused. A 
few days later he met his fiance in 
the street and she again asked for 
a loan of $20, He did not give her 
the money, Since that day, she 
had written him several Ictters. 

On January 17, he went to the 
defendant's house with a friend 
with the intention of asking her 
not to write to him any more. In 
the house, defendant hit him with 
n chopper and Injured him on the 
head and hand. At that time, he 
was under-the impression that de- 
fendant had hit him because he 
would not lend him money. 

Asked {f he would marry the girl 
now, he answered in the negauve 
because, he alleged, she was not a 
good girl. 

At the conclusion of the evidence,

been built brick by brick, So 
strong, indeed, ix this appeal 
the man-built city, that it is even 
exerted hy the lost cities of the 
ancient world, whose splendours 
stil burn through the barely pene- 
trable haze of antiquity. There 
is much. of this ghimour in the 
tales that dinger about the older 
cities of the present day; so much, 
in fact, that one is inclined to de- 
plore the passing of quaint ways. 
Yet, for ali this, a frank study of 
the contrast-between the past and 
the present of old cities will re- 
veal much of squalour as well as 
splendour in what has been out- 
grown, and may reconcile one to 
the change. Such a study has 
heen presented in “The New Sur- 
yey of London Life and Labour,” 
which provides a counterpart to 
Charles Booth’s fumous survey of 
the London of forty years ago. 
Tho most important conclusion is 
“that the general tendency in re- 
cent yenrs has been in the direc- 
tion of improvement rather than 
deterioration in the material con- 
ditions of prosperity of the work- 
ing population of the London 
area.” This conclusion is arrived 
at after a detailed and conscien- 
tious study of all the available 
atntiatical data concerning every 
aspect of London life and Inbour 
during the last forty years, and 
it supplies the necessary correc- 
tive to the distorting mirror of ro- 
mance. One may ennily be carried 
away by the marvels of Pepys’s 
London: its quaint theatres, Its 
crowded fairs, its gorgeous courts, 
its wide parks, its busy river. Even 
the’ tragic blaze which destroyed 
most of it overnight assumes a 
compelling fascination. Victorian 
‘London, too, largely ‘intact in parts 
as it ts, gradually loses ‘ts dis- 
tinctness as the recollection of it 
fades. Its poverty and overcrow#- 
irigy are quickly forgotten,’ and ‘the
